successful criminal lawyer He was also

which helped often to pull him out of 
clo6rf trials It is right aud proper on 
this occasion that he should be kindly 
spoken of, and notwithstanding past dif- 
ferences, the speaker did not believe that 
u single member of the bar carried in his 
heart an} feelings of bitterness against 
our brother who bos gone from among us 


B I Sterrett followed with remarks of 


a historical nature, recalling the time 
when he began the practice of law in De- 
c itur 
From long personal acquaintance 


with Sir Lee, he never knew a young man 
who entered with sucn wonderful zeal m 
the practice of his profession.

It ia now estimated that at least fifty 


persons aro yet under the ruins. The fire 
brigade and police force are on the 
ground, rendering valuable assistance. 


All the injured were removed to the 


marine aud fisheries departments, where 
medical mc-u aud clergymen looked after 
them. The debris covers the road in a 
solid mass for over six hundred feet in. 
length, and from fifteen to twenty feet la 
height.

Mrs. Hamilton Found Guilty by tho 


Jury of Atrocious Assault, 


And Sentenced to Two Years in the 


State's Prison—Wet Eyes in the 


Court-Room. 


MAT'S LANRIXO, N. J., Sept. 10.—The 


Hamilton trial was resumed this morn- 
ing. Perry, counsel fur Mrs. Hamilton, 
spoke for the defense aud was followed 
by Thompson for the prosecution. Court 
adjourned until 1:43 p. in. after Prosocu- 
tor Thompson had completed hn argu- 
ment. 


The afternoon session began at 1:4"> 


p. m., and Judge Heod charged tlio 
jury. In hla charge tho judge, explicitly 
enjoined them to take into consideration 
that this was not a quarrel of two pas- 
sionate women, but a deadly fi-rlit; that 
they were to decide whether sha had 
actpd in self-defense, or whether she had 
used her weapon for a deadly purposo. 
"It is for you to decide from the testi- 
mony given whether Airs. Hamilton was 
justified in using the knife or not. Give 
herthe benefit of any reasonable doubt." 
The charge lasted a quarter of au hour. 
and at two o'clock the jury retired to tho 
upper chamber under the charge of Con- 
stable BenfU 


The jury at 3:15 p. m. returned over- 


diet of guilty of atrocious assault. 


Mrs. 
Hamilton wai led into tho court- 


room by Sheriff Johnson, and when tlio 
foreman of the jury declared the verdict 
she fell in a swoon on the floor. It was 
a most dramatic scene, nnd brought tears 
to almost every eye in the court-room. 
She was sentenced to two years in State's 
prison.
